Stack, a Denver oil man, testigfed

He declared that he had never 
thought of seeking to obtain a 
lease to the entire reserve but was 
only trying to arrange fer the priv- 
lese of driving offset wells to pre- 
vent drainage of the entire reserve. 
His advances to obtain an arrange- 
ment had been rejected in 1917 
by Admiral Griffin and Comman- 
ders Stewart, Wright and Shaf- 


roth. 
ANEW OF DOHENY

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 13.—That 
different interests involved want to 
put off contrsuction work on the 
Malone dam project on the Stan- 
isliaus River until January. 1926, 
was brought out here today at a 
hearing before the State Division 
of Water Rights. 

A statement to the effect that 
the applicants for water rights pre- 
ferred to wait until that time be- 
fore beginning the construction of 
the dam and other works was made 
by Attorney J. Hancock of Stock- 
ton. 

The_proposed dam would be 210 
feet high and would create a vast 
reservoir in both Calaveras and 
Tuclumme counties for the stor- 
age of water for Irrigation and 


power purposes. The estimated cost | , 


of the project is $3,500,000. 

The Division of Water Rights 
has on file a numbér of written 
protests against the project, but 
no one appeared at the hearing to- 
day to further oppose the scheme. 

The Oakdale and South San Joa- 
quin irrigation districts favored the 
project and the members of the 
boards of directors of these two 
districts attended today's meeting 
to support the water applications 
before the division. 

The effect of the hearing would 
be to clear the way for final ac- 
tion on the application by the 
State Department.

tion remained before the board. 
In the meantime the Cykler com- 
pany continued to use the land and 
continued to construct their work 
buildings. They also med a pro- 
test with the harbor board.

The German statesman suggest- 
ed that the first step in the estab- 
lishment of such relations should 
be the fixing of a definite amount 
of reparaticns commensurate with 
what the financial experts of the 
world find that Germany is able 
to pay. 

“it is true that a sum was fixed 
at the Allied conference in Lon- 


don, he said, “but it has since been 
held by statesmen the world over 
that this amount was in excess of 
all reasonable demands. Att@mpts | 
to arrive at a settlement more just 
have been made, but without re- 
sults. You will recall that a con- 
ference between the German gov- 
ernment’ and the Reparations 
Commission on this point was con- 
ducted in Paris about two years 
ago. I represented my govern- 
ment at that time, being the first 
German Minister to enter Paris 
after the wear. We arrived at 
what thought was a good un- 
derstanding &t that meeting, but 
later when the interhational bank- 
ers’ commision, met to formulate 
Plans to carry”*out the agreement 
politics blocked the way. And 
matters have been going from bad 
to worse ever since.” 

In this connection, Dr. Hermes 
referred to the statement often 
made that Germany r to 
pay and never has paid anything | 
oh reparations or anything else. 


GERMANY’S PAYMENTS 


“The faets are that since the 
close of the war and to the end 
of 1922 Germany has paid more 
than 40,000,000,000 gold marks on 
the reparations aceourt,” declared 
the doctor. “But this ig only a 
part of what we have paid. Un- 
der the provision of the treaty 
providing for our restitution or 
substitution of materials destroyed 
Or confiscated by our armies in 
Belgium and France during the 
war, we have paid out 460,000,000 
gold marks ‘n restgration of such 
property. This sum was not cred-. 
ited on the reparations account. 

“In addition, Germany has paid 
out $0,000,000 gold marks for the 
maintenance of inter-Allied com- 
mittees supervising the work in- 
volved in carrying out various 
treaty provisions. We were also 
required by the treaty to destroy 
» great pert of war material and 
such equipment as might be used 
in the production of such material, | 
and under thie provision we have | 
razed 600 government buildings | 
and demolished 20,000 pieces of 
machinery, the total logs suffered 


by this procedure aggregating 
more than 6.000,00, % %/ 
marks. It is true that in the 


wrecking of this material we rea!- 
ized a comparatively small amount 
on the sale of what you Amert- | 
can call Junk.“ which was cred- 
ited vg the reparations account, | 
but the 6,000,000,000 mark loss’ 
remained after the deduction of 
this salvage. 


INDIVIDUAL LOSSES . | 


“Furthermore, Germany has suf- ' 
fered losses aggregating more than 
2,600,000,000 gold marks in addi- 
tion to the above loss, by reason 
of having such parts of the private 
industrial equipment destroyed as 
it was believed might be employed 
in making war material. 

“But these figures represent on- 
ly a part of the German losses as 
a result of the war. Our popula- 
tion was reduced 10 per cent; we 
lost 13 per cent of our land area 
under the terms of the treaty; | 
our coal resources have been re- 
duced 26 per cent; our iron re- 
sources 74 per cent; our zinc ore 68 
per cent; our wheat and rye pro- 
duction has been cut down 15 per 
cent; our potato production 18 per 
cent, and we have 1 of our mer- 
chant marine only 11 per cent of 
what it was before the war. 

“This gives you a true picture of 
what Germany has gone through 
since the war and lends force to 
my statement that methods for 
the payment of reparations differ- 
ent from those that have been at- 
tempted hitherto will have to be 
speedily adopted H the country is 
to escape total disintegration.” 

TELIS UF SUFFERING 

Referring to suffering in Ger- 
many at the present time, Dr. 
Hermes quoted from a recent re- 
port of the personal observations 
of Dr. Haven Emerson of Colum- 
bia University and former Health 
Commissiener of New York, who 
Was sent by the American Relief 
Committee under the direction of 
Gen. Allen to make an investiga- 
tion of German conditions. 

“Dr. Emerson reports 
2,000,000 esechool children in 
many are urgentiy in need of 
food,” said Dr. Hermes. “In 
dition, he says there are 600,000 
children under 4 years of e who 
should be fed e urges the im- 
perative need of supplies of milk, 
cod liver oil and animal fats.

For the number of letters that go into mall 
boxes, incorrectly or insufficiently ad- 
dressed, is incredibly large. 

So prevalent is this negligence that the 
Postofice Department suffers an annual 
loss from this cause amounting in round 
numbers to $1,740,000. Im addition to this 


millions of dollars are lost to private busi- 


ness and to private industry for the want 


of ordinary care in addressing mail mat- 


ter. The nation is thus paying a heavy 
toll for mistakes in most part preventable. 

In order to save this waste, to protect 
the taxpayer (on whom it finally falls) and 


to turn these lost millions into profitable 


channels the Postmaster-General has desig: 
mated the week of February 18 to 25 as 
better mailing week. During this week it 
is hoped every correspondent will watch 
his hand when it comes to addressing en- 
velopes and packages and so start a habit 
that will last throughout the year. 

At the present time the cost of “directory 
service” is an expensive addition to the 
Postofiice Department. It is estimated that 
200,000,000 pieces of mail are thus handled 
annually, which means that postal em- 
ployees must be taken from their regular 
work in an endeavor to correct the errors 
of the general public. In New York Oity 
alone the cost of this service approximatcs 
$600 daily. 

Postoffice experts have done some ex- 
traordinary feats in deciphering difficult ad- 


Gresses and in discovering the thought bo 


hind half-expressed directions. But it is 
very unfair to place this additional burden 
on the shoulders of our faithful servants 


or to expect that the carelessness of the |! 


individual should be converted into a per- 
manent public tax. 

At one time, indeed, a proposal was made 
to Congress to place a charge against every 
letter that needed directory service. A far 
better remedy can be found in the deter- 
mination of the public to reduce this extra 
service to a reasonable minimum. A cam- 
paign, therefore, with this object in view 
ia the latest suggestion from postal head- 
quarters. 

Mail inadequately addressed, even when 
eventually delivered, involves a delay that 
may bring cash losses to some and heavy 
heartaches to others. Who knows but a 
life friendship may be broken through a 
carelessly addressed ervelope? There are 
unsuspected tragedies on the envelope no 
less than in the contents of a letter. To 
be illegible on the outside may confound 
the kindly message inside the cover. 

The number of missives that have to be 
returned to sender for a new address are 
provocative of losses of time and money 
to everyone concerned; for want of a re 
turn address néarly 20,000,000 of these are 
sent annually to the dead-letter office. And 
there the loss is complete to the sender, 
the receiver and the hands through which 
they passed. 

Directory and dead-letter service are cost- 
ly to the Postoffice Department; delay and 
nondelivery are just as costly to the mailer 
and the mailee. This is a good time for 
everybody to get together and cut these 
unnecessary losses,
